I doubt if there is’ anything better 
anywhere than an old democratic faith and 
tradition, which am men as civilized as 
we, finds it legitimate te consolidate and em- 
ploy the whole physical and moral power of 
the social aggregate; first to resis pn 
aggression, a danger we are dwarfing daily 
by mere growth and wealth within ocean 
barriers; next and chiefly, to prevent and 
punish individual aggression, in order to es- 
tabli@® and maintain justice that we may all 
be equally and forever free to pursue our 
happiness and as we _ will. Governmental 
structures and social adaptations of any 
group of men as civilized as we, must vary 
with location on earth’s surface; to secure 
that end and aim, progressive individual form 
in pursuit of a 

Government help too often entails govern- 
ment compulsion, and implies a lower stage 
of growth, or less felicity of circumstance 
than ours. (Applause.) 

Every intermixture of men less civilized 
than we complicates adaptation. Any differ- 
ence in environment, whether difference in 
races of men or regions of earth implies 
changes in adaptation. Fancy little Rhode 
Island lifted up, carried half way round the 
globe and dropped down in Mongolia, with 
Russian to the westward and Alliching to the 
eastward. Would Roger Williams's patent, 
King Charles’s charter. Governor Davis's con- 
stitution or her present constitution, do at 
all? I suppose that neither James Madison 
nor Abraham Lincoln would think the constt- 
tution of the United States a perfect fit for 
the new republic of the Island of Madagascar, 
comprising just the present white population 
of Vermont and the present colored oo 
tion of Louisiana. What distufbance did the 
immigration of a few thousand Chinese cause 
to our Pacific coast states? 

What treaties and laws have we not yielded to 
their special solictude? Sothat our police with 
that most ancient and populous empire may de- 
pend on taking b ck ourown Christian mission- 
arie« in exchange for these disciples of Confucius. 
All that the Pacific states may have their rightful 
will as to propinquity with certain Asiatics, 
whose type of civilization went through monetary 
measures like ours, a thousand years ugo, and 
also created marts still past all competing by 
western rares: 

The south, in her propinquity with the Africans, 
whose type of civilization awaits historic record, 
has caused the only alteration thus fxr made in 
our governmental! structure. For the compro- 
mises at first embodied or concerted in its frame, 
there are now substitutes in the last three amend- 
ments. The substance of these amendments is 
that neither color nomecolor status is visible to the 
eye of the federal law or ever should be vis‘bie. 

“Now, Ldo not come here to discuss this one 
change in our governmental structure What I 
shal] seek to fix attention upon is the absence 
of any other lawful change, a standing marve! 
of contemporary history. Here is thé constitu - 
tion of the United States government! structure, 
contrived to unify in peace what has been |: te\y 
called a group of ce-oper tive land companie 8 
along the y te Ae border, which had been as -isted 
to obtain separation from the parent empire by 
war. Here now, after a century of storm and 
stress, is that same fabric almost seamless, wholly 
unruvtu.ea. It bas sufficed, without import nt 
chan,ze, to house the industries and liberties of 
teemiug, thronging millions on millhons, who 
bere have lived, or who here survive, and consti- 
tute today our stupendous continental republic of 
republics between the Atlantic and Pacific sea, 
AP. us.) 

Seay itisastanding marvel in the history of 
civilized man. 

Now concerning that structure and the consti- 
tution of governinent, I wish to recite three testi- 
moniais; one trom a great judge gone, one from a 
great politician and one trom a great plulusupher. 

I spoke of the marvel of its endurance. Its en- 
durance is defined in that decision of the supreme 
court spoken in the case concerning 1eXas, since 
the war, by Chief Justjce Chase. These are the 
words: 


ords: : : 

“Not only ean there be no loss of separate and 
independent autonomy. to the states through 
their union under the constitution, but it may 
not Le unreason ibly said tuat the preservation of 
the states and the maintenance of their govern- 
ments are as much within th: design and care of 
the constitution as the preservation of the union. 
The national government constitution, im all its 
provisions, iooks to an indéstructible union of in- 
destructible states.”’ 

The greatest politician of Great Britain, Glad- 
stone, lately said tht our constitution was ge. 
the invst wonderful works of civ.Jized men, an 
that thegr»upo: statesmen whoframed it were 
unm tched by any other group in histury. Some- 
thing like that. he said, I lave had no time to 
search for his exact work. 

The great philosopher of modern times, Herbert 
Spencer, told usalew years ago that be saw a 
disparity between ourvld maguificent fabric of 
government and the modern one now aidminis- 
trated, and that was beture my committee col- 
league, Senator Chandler, ol New 
iHiampshire, questioned the comparative 
value of some later immgrations, 
And this philosopher saw, or thought he saw, in- 
creasing tendencies toward a perversion of its 
use to est -blish justice and equality, to pursue 
our happiness as we will, @ perversion of its few 
powers towards nany kinds of governmental ag 
gressions, and by consequence, a too willing sub- 
mission to one another's aggress- 
ions, and tess fire, keen love of lilerty. 
The Llevod uf many races has mingied here with 
early strains. For him, thereiore, the whole 
decalogue o. our political moralities wou'd have 
been summed up in this one commandment: Live 
up te your constitution, the way, the truth, the 
life, indeed. (Applause.) 

These are three yreat testimonies. The old con- 
titution of these United States exists with its in- 
destructible parts and its indestructible unity. 
it is foremost among mankind’s political deeds, 
being quite authoratative, still supreme. Live up 
© it. 

: Now, I think we shall find that the object of our 
constitution, the spirit of it, and the letter of it, 
explain that enormous miracle of its — adjust- 
ment to our past, our present «nd our future. 

The powers «hich it grants are few and spe- 
cified. It concencrates and centralizes those few 
itnee 8 most, but after prohibiting many powers 
to the states, it expiicitly distributes the 
whole residue of pow.r not thus delegat a 
to the United States, nor by the United States 
prohibited to the several states, as reserved to the 
states respectively. or to the people. 

Noristh.senougn. ‘the power of congress to 
make laws for carrying into execution these 
powers vested in the government of the United 
States is again o% licitly restricted to such a8 
shall be necessufily and properly executory 
ot the same. There is no limitation of 
a government by a written constitution 
possible among men If this be net a sufficient 
written limitation. There is no sound con- 
struction possible thereunder unless it be 
strict construction, 

That is the old doctrine of true democracy, 
and that last word of the bigh political phi- 
losophy is then identical: Live up to your 
constitution.. This is the spirit of our con- 
stitution, conforming to all its letter. 

Nothing to the federal government except 
granted powers. 
its aegis. It is, despite the transgression, 
not by the help of them, that we still live. 
We nave not profited by them, we have sur- 
vived them. 

It is the old abridgement of limitation of 
the functions of government to its own proper 
business despite transgressions. It is the 
distribution and devolution of its powers de- 
spite the usurpations of its prohibition of 
state powers. It is the declaration of state 
rights; it is the reservation and surrender of 
the residue to the states respectively and to 
the people, by which we have truly lived, 
and stili bear our life. It is individual free- 
dom, not paternal government rule, 
which explains our swift expansion 
from a fringe of thirteen feeble colouies to 
a continent of mighty states. 

It ts individual freedom, not paternal guid- 
ance, though the censors of an inspired press, 
an established church, an ennobled class, 
which has converted collisions, competitions 
and all the interiors of human society into 
the heat.and stimulus of life and the energy 
of progress. 

it ~ individual freedom, not republican 
force bills, nor congressional leading strings, 
gifted fellow citizens from the 
that. will enable you, a_ strong and 
highly civilized -raee, to guide for- 
ward your less gifted fellow cit- 
izeus from the plane of equity before the law, 
to the higher levels 0 thrift, economy, 

Were its objects different from those whicb 
it names, to form a more perfect union, es- 
tablish justice, Insure domestic trenquility, 
provide for the common defense, promote the 
yneral welfare and secure the blessings of lib- 
erty td ourselves and our posferity. 

‘Nhe ordained and established constitution 
of the United States of America could never 
have emerged unimpaired from the tocsin of 
war, or its expansion over half a hemisphere. 
It is not any legalized excursions by congTess 
outside the constitution which explains why 
to the higher levels of thrift and economy.

osed, and household virtue, and thus transform 
he present unimaginable ditticulties and un- 
shared burdens of the south into the solid 
foundations of still more prosperous societies and 
still more powerful st ites. 

It must admitted that fora few brief years 
our Constitution dii not perfectly ava | to insure 

mocratic tranquility. That was in the last zen- 
eration, and broken beirts must be he ed by 
time or death. One or two more generations must 
pass away, I suppose, doubling and redoubling 
your incredible achievements of the last twenty 
years, your magnificent progress in productions 
of field, farm, forest and mines, before it 
becomes palpable that the war, with its dev sta- 
tion, its passions, its griefs, may not, perhaps, 
have been ali tuo high a price to pay for trans- 
mitting an in<oluble political. problem into a 
soluble social problem. 

To compass the security of state ri¢"*s, which 
were and are general, slong withthe s-curity of 
state rights which were section«l, by means of 
compromise which was not coincide nt with divid- 
ing lines between federal powers, state powers 
and powers reserved to the le, but which 
nevertheless, were concerted in the constitution 
and attempted in laws, was too much for domestic 
tranquility. And the result,as I hive said, was 
through w sr, at last, the transmitting of an inl 
soluble political problem into a soluble socia- 
prob.em. But that sectional piaparity, that sec- 
t20Na!l exposure, bas now ceased, Sectional inter- 
f.acuce has lost its on.y tuicrum, State rights sur- 
Vave. (App'ause.) 

The late republican congress tried to put mana- 
cles on southern limbs, The demucratic party 
answered, “Shall northern limbs then, wear the 
like, or are we all freemen now?”

Fellow Citizens of Meridian: I thank you 
for the hearty heartiness of this reception, 
for this large attendance, and for the com- 
pliment conveyed by it, not to me person- 
ally, but to the democracy of the Empire 
State, which represent in part on this oc- 
cusion. Appa) I thank the military 
mr sy 4 which [| observe in the distance, 
which has honored me by their presence. 
(Applause.) I need not tell you to what 
arty I am proud to belong. (Cheers.) J 
ave no apology to make for that grand old 
organization that has given us the best and 
purest portion of our history. 

In that history Mississippi has contributed 
a great and leading past. pet yrs Your 
statesmen’s work has contributed to the glory 
of our common  countfy. The democratic 
party, what shall I say of it? in victory or 
defeat it steadfastly maintained the rights of 
the people; it is the friem@ of the poor; it 
has welcomed these from every clime and 
every country. (Applayse.) It is a party that 
has maintained the rights of naturalized cit- 
izens. (Renewed applause.) [t Is a party 
that believes in home rule, in the rights cf 
stutes, in popniay: sovereign civil liberty. in 
ihe tights of the hal-eas corpus, in the free- 
dom of the press and trial by jury (Ap- 
pluuse.) 

Such a party was not born to die. Defeat 
after cefeat it bas met, but it has risen from 
disuster stronger than ever. 

We are on the eve of a great contest this 
Tall. This gathering and the gatherings 
which we witnessed vesterday from the time 
we left Washington up to this hour, show the 
interest the people are taking in political sub- 
fects. (Applause.) It shows that the reign 
of the republican party is rapidiy drawing 
1 a close. (Cheers.) The last conyress— 
you know what it is called—the billion-dollar- 
congress—will go down in history as a con- 
ress that squandered the peopie’s money. 
Applause. You know what the democratic 
position is. It can be stated in a word. The 
place for surplus taxes is in the pockets of 
the people, not in the federal treasury. (Ap- 
plause.) 

We believe in an honest, economical admin- 
istration of public affairs. Our creed is so 
lain that the humblest citizen and most un- 
ettered can understand it. We believe that 
no more money should be raised for the gen- 
eral government than is absolutly required 
for its administration. (Applause.) 

This is the true democratic doctrine; this 
is common sense; this position its in the in- 
terest of the people. Ve don't believe that 
the government should build up private  mter- 
ests at the expense of many. (Applause.) 
We don’t believe that the great masses of the 
eople should be taxed for the benefit of a 
ew. The signs are bright for victory. Tnit- 
ed we can win, divided we shall be defeated. 
I make a plea for union and harmony here 
in Meridian and all over this great state of 
Mississippi. Let those who agree with us on 
these elementary principles of democracy, 
unite and together make one more strong pull, 
and we will drive the enemy from power.

Hill's Speech in Chattanooga, 
Chattanooga, Tenn., March 15.—In passing 
here vesterdav, Senator Hill was introduced 
by Colonel J. B. Frazier asthe man who had 


carried the democracy to victory in New York,

Senator Hil] said: 

I thank you tor the compliment of this splendid 
reception at this late hour. New York takes pride 
in Tennessee. and Tennessee takes pride in New 
York. The interests of the two states are com- 
mon. The people of both favor the government 
which is administered economically and impar- 
tially. The democratic party is for the home rule 
of the sta es.

MURDERED BY H.S SON, 
The Discovery of a Horrible Tragedy in 


East Tennessee. 

Newport, Tenn., March 14.—(Special.)— 
Tbe most horrible murder ever committed 
in the annals of this (Cocke) county was 
brought to light today. 

About the fourth Monday in November 
last, David Boyer, justice of the peace in 
the sixth civil district, this county, myste- 
riously disappeared from home, and has 
never been seen or heard of since. Many 
surmises were made concerning his absence. 

Today a rumor to the effect that odors 
indicating the presence of a dead body were 
emanating from a cavern near  Boyer's 
house, led to an investigation. Men were 
lowered into the cave, who discovered the 
ghastly and partially decomposed remains 
of a human being, which were identified as 


that of "Squire Boyer. The face, from the 


mouth to the roots of the hajr, was torn 
away and found | beside the body. 

Three bullet holes in the left breast and 
two in the were found. The body 
was too badiy decom to locate any 
other injuries, A containing some 
clothing, was found near his side. Es- 
quire Boyer was a brother of C. F. Boyer, 
ex-mayor of Newport, and a quiet, peace- 
able citizen, Suspicion points strongly to 
Boyer’s eldest‘ son, Washington, who is 
the county superintendent of public in- 
struction. He aecounted for his 
father’s absence by various and contra- 
dictory tales. He put on a bold face ” to 
the time the men were about to be low- 
ered into the cave; when he skipped and 
is still at large. 

The Mothre for the Tragedy. 


Mr. C. F. Boyer has offered a reward of 
$500 for Washington, dead or alive. 

Washington has a deed for his father’s 
=o property, which is believed to have 
beery a forgery: And he is known to have 
thrown dead sheep into the cave, presum- 
ably to account for the stench. A lewd wo- 
man is also said to be one of the causes of 
the murder. ‘The indications are that there 
are several accomplices to the bloody deed. 
The cave is within a few hundred yards of 
the house, and directly by the side of a 
path that Wasldngton used daily, and 
his unconcern shows a heart hardened be- 
yond human conception.

The Three Senatorial Candidates 
from Texas 


ARE ABOUT TO RETURN HOME. 


The Free Wool Bill Under Consideration 
in Committee o' the W hole—The 
Speeches Made. 


Washington,: March 15.—(Special.)— 
The publication of Mr. Cleveland’s let- 
ter to General Bragg, of Wisconsin, this 
morning, created much gossip about the 
capitol today. It is generally considered 
that it has but two points in it—one a 
slap at Hill for seeking the nomination; 
the other that “Barkis is willin’.’ In 
other words, the letter is taken to mean 
nothing less than the announcement of 
his candidacy, but worded in such a 
way as to leave him a loophole to craw! 
out of in the event he cannot get it. 

The Texas Senatorsbip. 

The Texas senatorial situation is the 
subject of much political gossip here 
right now. At first the three candidates 
agreed to remain here, and allow their 
friends to do the work down in Texas, 


but it has grown too warm for that now. . 


Senator Chilton has decided to go home 
tomorrow, and Mr. Mills will probably 
leave within a day or two. The Texas 
congressmen say that it looks now like 
Mills is going to be elected. Judge Cul- 
berson is not very hopeful, but Senator 
Chilton is a fighter, and hopes by going 
home, to prevent the election of Mr. Mills 
on the first ballot. He believes that if 
he can accomplish that Mills’s chances 
will disappear and then the fight will 
be between him and Culberson, with the 
chances in his favor. 
The Free Wool Bill. 

Today the house went into a committee 
of the whole on the free wool bill, with 
Mr. Blount, of Georgia, in the chair. 

Mr. Coombs, of New York, concluded 
his speech in favor of the bill. The time 
had passed, he said, when there was 
need for extravagant tariffs. He tavored 
a tariff pilicy by which the financial con- 
dition of this government could be so 
arranged that we should not be fore-er 
collecting for one purpose and expending 
for another. With a reduction or abolition 
of the tariff on raw materials, ability to 
compete with foreign. manfacturers 
on better terms would ‘exist. No matter 
how this congress cut down expendi- 
tures it would not relieve the taxpayers 
of their burdens so long as the presenc 
their burdens so long as the present 
high taxation remained. 

In response to a question put by Mr. 
Dingley, Mr. Coombs said that the cot- 
ton manufacturers of this country had so 
much to do to meet our ever increasing 
trade that they had not paid proper atten- 
tion to foreign demands. The very pattern 
of muslin which was introduced from 
Manchester one year at 25 cents a yard 
next year would be imitated by Ameri- 
can manufacturers and sold at from 7 
to 71-2 cents. The quality and pattern 
of French silk brought into this country 
and sold at from $8 to $9 a yard would 
next year be imitated by American man- 
ufacturers at $2 and $2.75 a yard. 

Mr Walker Talks. 

Mr. Walker, of Massachusetts, said 
that the great body of statements made 
by democratic orators on the subject of 
protective tariff was not even technicaliy 
true. The manufacturers of this country 
had not the slightest interest directly 
in tariffs. It was not of the slightest inter- 


-est to manufacturers whether we had 


free trade or protection. They were sat- 
isfied with one or the other. If the tariff 
was not in the interest of farmers and 
wage workers, then he would vote to 
repeal it and adopt free trade. 

Mr. Dockery asked whether the gen- 
tleman meant to say that the manufac- 
turers would be as prosperous under free 
trade as under protection. 

Mr. Walker replied in the affirmative. 

Mr. Dockery said, then under the 
theory of protection, manufacturers mere- 
ly become disbursing agents. 

Mr Walker retorted, that is mere 
fiction. 

Mr. Dockery said it seemed to be the 
logic of his position. 

Mr. Walker replied that the manufac- 
turers of the country, or what was left 
of them, would be more prosperous under 
free trade than under protection. It was 
purely legislation for the farmers and 
wage workers. 

Mr. Walker entered into a general de 
fense of the McKinley bill, declaring 
that under it in one year our foreign 
trade had increased $406,000,000 or a 
27 per cent increase. 

Mr. Scott, of LDlinois, attacked the 
McKinley law. He held up its injustice 
and inequalities as bearing on the con- 
sumer, and laid special stress on the 
sugar bounty provision. He argued that 
this provision was inexpedient as a pub- 
lic measure, as taking from the treasury 
the people’s money and paying it to 
private enterprises. He insisted that tne 
bounty provision was uncogstitutional 
and void and read from a lafé decision 
of the supreme court in the case of Bal- 
lin, Joseph & Co., to show that the valid- 
ity of the sugar bounty provision was 
not even considered by the court. 

Mr. Chipman, of Michigan, devoted 
the greater part of his remarks to a crit- 
icism of Mr. Reed and his recent speech 
in which Mr. Reed eulogized Oliver 
Cromwell. Then turning his attention to 
the tariff he denounced the system of 
protection as being a paternal system 
which built up the few at the expense of 
the many. 

Mr. Dockery followed in a general de- 
nunciation of the protective system and

of the reciprocity scheme embodied in 
the McKinley tariff act. 
‘The committee then rose and the house 


adjourned. 
The Naturalization Report. 

Mr. Oates, of Alabama, today submitted to 
the house the report of the judiciary commit 
tee, to accompany a bill to ch the natural- 
ization jawsin many particu ars and to make 
naturalization a matter purely judicial in its 
nature to be tried by asuitin court. The re- 
port says in part: 

The loose manner in which aliens have been 
naturalized in many places of late years has been 
mos: shameful and in utter disregard of re- 
quiremeuts of our laws, although they 
entirely too and inefficient in 
provisions. The  naturalizatiou of 
recently arrived from abroad, and knowing 
nothing of our institutions and governmen. ,5 
before election, with a view to making yotee, bas 
been resorted toin several localities. In states 
where only a declaration of intention to become 
a citizen is the essential qualifivation of the alien 
to make him a voter, the greatest «nd most un- 
blushing violations of the spirit of the law have 
been perpetrated, Just before elections are helds

these matters, but usually the clerk adjudges 
men to be citizens of the United States, No at- 
tempt is made to ascertain whether the witnesses 
brought forw«rd are worthy or unworthy.

This was entrusted to her husband 
for care. But his wife says he managed the 
finances with such peor judgment and in- 
vested the money at such a disadvantage, 
that the estate was soon materially reduced.

He made repeated requests for sums of 
money and frequently met with . refusals. 
Mrs. Brown says he contributed to mani- 
fest his displeasure to such ‘an extent as to 
greatly annoy her; that he got into trouble 
oceasionally and she always paid the costs, 
but he failed to appreciute the circum- 
stances. 

On Sunday a week ago the husband was 
missing. Later in the day Mrs. Brown 
was startled with the discovery that her 
little girl, Roberta, was also gone.. She was 
one of two children—one four years old, one 
five, 

A search was made and friends joined in 
it, but it proved of no avail. The child had 
evidently been taken by her father.. After 
Waiting some time, Mrs. Brown in despera- 
tion applied to the police. Qn Sunday she 
called on Captain Crim and told her story. 
She wanted her child and begged bhiin to 
use every means to recover it. She said 
she intended to prosecute her husband on 
the charge of kidnapiug. 

Since then the detectives and Patrolman 
Sheppard have been diligently looking for 
the absent husband. Yesterday both went 
to Decatur and are now on the man’s trail. 

Mrs. Brown is a lady of thirty years of 
age and has a refined appearance and man- 
ner and a very pleasant and pretty face.

The wife and mother says she intends 
sparing neither pains nor expense in bringing 
to justice the husband who has kiduaped 
his own child.

A TELEGRAM FROM THE INTERSTATE. 


Colonel Stahlman Fails to Carry His 
Point—An Obstinate Fight May Be 
Expected on the Georgia Cases, 


The Geoffia ratlroad commission declines to 
consent tGithe postponement of the cases 
brought before the interstate commission 
under the long and short haul clause. 

Yesterday morning Colonel L. N. Trammell 
received the following telegram from the 
secretary of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion: 

Washington, March 14.—Hon. L. N. Tram- 
mell.Chairman Railroad Commission,Atlanta Ga.: 
Application has been made by railroads to post- 
pone hearings at Atianta, Commission must hear 
cases at dates assigned, or they must be postponed 
indefinitely. EDWARD A, MOSELY, Secretary. 

The matter was considered by the com: 
mission at the morning session, and the three 
members were unanimousin objecting to an 
indefinite postponement ot what they consider 
the most important case ever brought before 
the interstate commission. At Chairman 
Trammell’s request Judge Ailen Fort dictatea 
the following telegram, which was sent in 
reply to the one above:

A Letter from Colonel Stahlman.

While this holds out no encouragement 
for the present there is reason to believe 
that the depression is only temporary 
The rap@y multiplying cotton mills, 
with cheaper manufactured products. 
cannot fail to so stimulate consumption 
that it will speedily overtake production. 
[uv a recent letter from Mr. Charles Schiff. 
president of the New Orleans and North 
Eastern, Alabama and Vicksburg, and 
Vicksburg and Shreveport and Pacific 
railways, to his vice president, Mr. C. ©. 
Harvey, the writer who is now studying 
the cotton situation abroad, expresses 
the opinion that the depreciation in cot- 
ton will not last, and that better times 
are ahead. 

Mr. Schiff says that cotton fs not 
grown in India to compete with Ameri- 
can cotton. Its quality is too inferior, 
and while the last year’s crop was defi- 
cient in quality, this year’s crop will be 
still smaller, as a smaller acreage has 
been planted. In fact, American cotton 
is now being purchased in Liverpool 
for shipment to the Indian mills where 
it will be mixed with the local staple to 
improve the quality. Our increased im- 
port duties make it .impossible for the 
English spinners to compete {in our mar- 
ket for their product. They are reducing 
their output and seeking other markets 
and are changing the staple of their 
goods to adapt them to the new spheres 
of consumption. _ 

In the long run we have nothing to 
fear from the Indian cotton. And our 
present tendency to overproduction will, 
in time, be made profitable by the world's 
increasing consumption. The future is 
secure; the present is the winter of our 
discontent. 

But, if our farmers are determined 
to go right along producing big crops 
of cotton, how are they to worry through 
this era of low prices? Their best plan 
will be to pay due attention to their 
food crops. They will be better able to 
stand hard times when they reduce their 


purchases of supplies to a minimum.

Riches Have Wings 

The New York World attempts to 
make¥fa sensation out of a story about 
the disappearance of the fortune left by 
Jim Fisk to his widow. 

It is alleged that Mrs. Fisk was entitled 
to $2,100,000 when her husband was 
killed. The World says that all of this 
has disappeared, and the widow lives 
in a little cottage in South Boston on 


an income of $50 a month. 


As Fisk was Gould’s partner, the story 


_ intimates that Gould probably absorbed 


the missing millions. It is a strange 
charge to make. If it is true, why have 
Mrs. Fisk and her relations remained 
silent and inactive? Is it not likely that 
they would have made a detennined 
effort to make Gould do the fair thing? 

The mere tact that after twenty years 
Fisk’s fortune of $2,100,000 has disap- 
peared is nothing. In the east it is not 
uncommon to see poverty-stricken per- 
sons who ten or twenty years ago were 
worth millions. In this speculative age 
riches have wings. Even women are vic- 
tims of the prevailing fever. They specu- 
late in stocks and futures, and invest 
in real estate booms. Naturally, some 
are unlucky. 

Of course it will be said that -Gould 
should relieve the widow of his old part- 
ner. But it may strike him that an old 
woman in a little cottage can live very 
comfortably on $50 a month. There are 
two sides to the question. If Gould is on 
the wrong side of it the truth will come 
out, but he should not be denounced 
for robbing Mrs. Fisk until the evidence 

akes a plain case against him. 

University Extension in Atlanta. 

It is to be regretted that the citizens 
of Atlanta have not manifested a more 
general interest in the university exten- 
sion. 

The experiments in this direction in 
Atlanta started out under favorable 
auspices. The lecturers were men of high 
scholarship and their themes were full 
of instruction and interest. 

But the lectures have failed to draw 
well, and the small classes organized 
feel discouraged. The friends of higher 
education in Atlanta should take hold 
of the university extension plan, and 
give it their hearty support and active 


-aid. If any of its details are unsatisfac- 


tory they can be changed. At present 
the matter is in an experimental stage, 
and its conductors desire to feel the pub- 
lic pulse, . 

With a little spirited encouragement 
form our people, university extension 
will be a gratifying success in Georgia, 
und the cause of popular education will 
be greatly benefited. Let this new edu- 
cational movement be fairly tested while 
we are about it.

TRAGEDY IN GADSDEN 


Cahl Draughdrill Murders Armstrong 
Stewart. 


TWO RAILROAD CROSSING MEN QUARREL 


When the Third Man Jumps In and 
Shoots One of the Contestants 
to Death, 


Gadsden, Ala., March 15.—(Special.)—Our 
city was shaken from ceuter to circumference 
today by the news of a murder which occurred 
at 1 o’clock this afternoon near the Kome and 
Decatur depot. 

The Opening of the Fight. 

John H. H. Standifer, agent of the Louis- 
ville and Nashvil'e road, v as overatthe East 
Tennessee. Virginia and Georgia switch yards, 
and became involved inadispuce with Arm- 
strong Stewart, yard master of the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginiaand Georgia yard, about a 
drawhead of one of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville cars being broken. Stewart told Standi- 
fer that he supposed it had been broken at the 
Coosa furnace, as he had not had anything to 
do with the cars. 

tandifer replied that he would make the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia pay for 
it, or he would ho'd Stewart responsibie for 
the damaged car. Stewart replied that he 
knew nothing of it, when Standifer called him 
a d—d liar, whereupon Stewart struck at 
Standifer. and they engaged in a regular fight, 
when Colie Daughdriil,a brakeman on the 
Louisville and Nashville road, came up and 
took a hand also, striking Stewart. 

Two shots Fired. 

It seems that Stewart was getting the best 
of them, when Daughdrill stepped back and 
arew a thirty-eight caliber pistol and fired 
twice at Stewart, but without effect. At this 
time Eng-neer Phillips, who had been watch- 
ing the tight, jumped down out of his cab and 
ran towards Daughdrill, telling him not to 
shoot, when Daughdrill wheeled around and 
covered Phillips with his pistol, and said: 

**‘D—n you, stop, or I will shoot you.’’ 

Phillips was unarmed and was forced to 
obey. 

The Murderous Bullet. 

Daughdrill then turned and shot at Stewart 
again, the shot taking effect in the right 
breast. Stewart threw his hand to his breast 
and felltothe ground, and expired in a few 
moments. Daighdrill turned and fled to the 
mountains and is still at large. 

Coroner Lowery impanneled a jury and held 
an inquesi, returning a verdict of murder 
against Daughdrill, 

The Parties to the Tragedy. 


Amstrong Stewart, the murdered man, was 
about thirty years o'd, and was well liked by 
all. He wasa peaceabie, law-abiding citizen, 
and our peop!e are horr fied at his death. He 
leaves @ young wife to mouru his tragic death. 

Colie Draughdrill, the murderer, is a son 
of John L. Dranghdrill, late city clerk of 
Gadsden, and a nephew of Postmaster Stand fer 
and W. H. Standifer, the republican candidate 
for sheriff of Etowah county, and Agent John 
Standifer, who was engaged in the tight. He 
is only twenty-two years old, but is considered 
a hard customer. Bloodhounds have been 
secured, and a posse is now affer him. 

The Topic of Conversation, 

The murder has been the topic of conversa- 
tion all the afternoon, and crowds of people 
could be seen gathered together discussing the 
cowardly crime, and frecly expressing them- 
selves. The excitement is running high, and 
every effort will be made to capture him,

Age twenty-one, complexion fair, small, 
blue eyes, straight nose, narrow face, broad 
mouth, narrow between eyes, square shoulders, 
has a coarse voice, his tinger nails down to 
the quick, about five feet ten inches in height, 
and weighs about one hundred and thirty or 
forty pounds, has a slovenly carriage, and is 
somewhat of a gawbler.

ELECTRIC GARS FOR CAPITOL AVENUE, 


Mr. Joel Hurt Talks About Some Proposed 
Extensions. 


Peachtree street and Capitol avenue are 
soon to have electric lines. 

So says Mr. Joel Hurt, and he ought to 
know. 

Work will begin on Capitol avenue at onee 
and will be pushed to completion just as 
rapidly as possible. 

‘Then Peachtree will receive the attention 
of the Atlanta Consolidated, and in a few 
weeks that splendid thoroughfare may have 
electric cars passing to and fro over it. 

Mr. Joel Hurt yesterday received authori- 
zation to begin the work on Capitol avenue. 

This news will be gladly received by the 
residents on that street 

With electric cars on Peachtree street 
and Capitol avenue every horse car line in 
the city will be substituted by electric lines. 

So it seems that the days of the hay 
burner in Atlanta are numbered, and rapid 
transit makes a step forward. 

Mr. isurt ialks. 

Mr. Joel Hurt, in speaking of these pro- 
posed extensions of the electric lines, re- 
ferred to the ordinance recently introduced 
in the council by Alderman ,Voodward. 

This ordinance provides for the regula- 
tion, by the city council, of the schedules 
of the Atlanta Consolidated Street Kail- 


way Company. 

“I consider that ordinance,” said Mr. 
Hurt, “uncalled for, and think there is 
nothing in the situation te justify such leg- 
islation. Our purpose is not to run all 
cars across town, but as many as we can, 
and we hope to be able to run practically 
all of them across town. This entails upon 
us a change of schedule, to see which 
works best. 

“It is to the interest 
those schedules which will accommodate 
the greatest number of people, and that 
can only be done by trying different routes. 

“Flow would it do for this city to under- 
take to regulate the schedules of all cars 
in the city? It would render the invest- 
ment worthless and entail upon the city a 
nuisance. 

“T do not consider that the city has any 
right to interfere with the schedules, but. 
granted that it had the right, it could ill 
afford to undertake the entire regulation of 
the schedules. 

“The number of cars to be run on any 
route should always be determined by the 
amount of patronage. cars running 
every fifteen minutes are overcrowded, then 
a car should be run every ten minutes, and 
if these cannot haul the people they should 
be run oftener. 

“But no road ean afford to run a very 
frequent schedule unless there are people 
on the line to support it. So far as I have 
learned, all parties who were complaining 
up to ten days ago are now sadusuJed as to 
schedules, and we have other changes in 
contemplation which will render them even 
more satisfactory.” 

Speaking of the work on Capitol avenue, 
Mr. Hurt said: 

“Work on Capitol avenue has been ' de- 
layed for two reasons. The first is that we 
have found it necessary in repairing streets 
to spend a great deal more money than was 
ever contemplated and we have done the 
work in a more substantial manner than 
was intended. 0 

“Again the numerous newspaper crill- 
cisms on the company have had the effect 
of discovering some of our northern stock- 
holders. 

“T have been endeavoring for the last 
month to electrically equip Capitol avenue 
and have today just received authority to 
go ahead with the work. The work will 
begin in a few days.” 

“And what about Peachtree?’ Mr. Hurt

“I am informed that a petition is being 
cirenlated asking the company for a line 
on Peachtree.

Then the Georgia, Carolina and Northern 
will occupy the peculiar position of having an 
Atlanta headquarters, and being unable to get 
its track laid any nearer than the city limits, 

The headquarters of this road after the next 
few days will be at No. 19 Exchange place. 
The building which they will occupy is a sub- 
stantial two-siory brick, and is splendidiy 
adapied for the use of the general offices of a 
railroad company. 

The building is the property of the East At- 
lanta Land Company, and is located in a quiet 
community. But while the location is quiet 
it is close in, and can be quickly reached from 
the heart of the city. The new headquarters 
will be elegantly titted up for the use of the 
head officiaiso the road, 

The building is now used by Mr. J. H. 
Parker, the carriage maker, as a carriage re- 
pository. To make it tit for use by the railroad 
couipany, @ great deal of work will have to be 
done on the building. It wll] be made entirely 
new on the inside, and when completed wiil 
compare favorably to the Richmond and Dan- 
ville’s headquarters in the Kiser building. 

The oftice of President R. F. Hoke, of the 
superintendent, the road master, the master 
of trains, the frieght ageni, the passenger 
agent and the claiin agent will be located in 
the new building, as will be the telegraph 
ottice and the train dispatcher’s office. 

The Georgia, Carolina and Northern road 
has leased the building for a term of three 
years.

SAVANNAH TO CHICAGO, 


Plans to Open Up a New Line, but Lots of 
Money Would be Needed, 

The reorganization of the Chattanooga 
Southern railroad is said to be a step iu 
the direction of a new through line from 
Chicago to the seacoast. 

Russell Sage is :n it for one. 

The next move is to build a line from 
I’vansville, Ind., to Chattanooga by way 
of Powling Green. At Itvansville the line 
would connect with the Illinois Central. 
which would give a route seventy miles 
shorter than any other line between Chat- 
tanooga and Chicago. 

The route from Bowling Green, Ky., to 
Evansville has been surveyed and estimate 
made of the cost. The plan is said to be 
backed by $5,000,000, 

‘The same parties who control the East 
and West road of Alabama, the Montgom- 
ery, Tuscaloosa and Memphis and the 
Mempbis and Atlantic also control the 
Chattanooga Southern. A part of the plan 
is for the Chattanooga Nouthern and the 
East ord West to unite at Broken Arrow 
or Ragland, in the heart of the Coosa coal 
fields, and jointly build into Birmingham. 
At this latter point, the Centerville and 
Birmingham branch of the Montgomery, 
Tusealoosa and Memphis would connect 
and carry the line to Montgomery. There 
it would tap the Savannah, Americus and 
Montgomery, and get to within ninety 
miles of Savannah. : 

This plan reads well, but it would take 
large capital to put it through.

ARCTIC GRANDEUR 


Described with Sublime Eloquence by 
Kennan, 


GROTESQUE LIFE AMONG THE LOWLY. 


A Rare and Rich Discourse by George 
Kennan—Tonight He Will Speak 
of the Russian Exile System. 


—_ 


George Kennan was met by a large num- 
her of the best people of Atlanta. It is 
rarely that such an audience is drawn to- 
gether by a lecturer, and few men are 


| listened to with such close and, at times, 
| breathless attention. 


He carried his audience swiftly through 
a broad field of intense interest, and they 
came away feeling almost as if they had 
been through that weird and wonderful 
country in a night. Seeing all its grandeur, 
pausing to laugh at the grotesqueness of 
its lowly life, and viewing, with breathless 
awe, the splendors of the arctic night. 

The aurora rose in Mr. Kennan’s de- 
scription, much as it must have risen be- 
fore his eyes, growing into splendor, until, 
as he said, it seemed that heaven and 
earth would melt with fervent heat, and 
the sky would be turned to blood. When, 
at last, the grandeur reached its unearthly 
climax, and the sky seemed to oscillate 
above a burning earth, as the poor Cos- 
sacks upon their knees cried “God have 
mercy!” the awful scene, burned through 
the words of the speaker with sublime 
grandeur. Nothing in the imagination of 
man could conjure up such a scene. The 
picture could only have been drawn by an 
eye witness while its grandeur was still 
hanging. over his perturbed senses, just as 
Mr. Kennan drew it with faltering, but 
faithful, pen, one hour after the aurora had 
passed its zenith. 

We have all heard of auroras,but this was 
such a one as the natives had not seen for 


| fifty years, and the memory of the old men 


will revert to it as in this country it reverts 
to the falling of the stars in 1833. 

There is something peculiar in the men 
who have gone far into nature’s solitudes, 
and communed with her alone; they get 
glimpses of the Almighty in those rarer 
works which he seems to have held far 
from the madding crowd. Stanley rose into 
flights of grandeur in describing giant 
forests and the crashing symphonies of 
tropical storms; Kennan is subiimely elo- 
quent in describing that grandest of na- 
ture’s exhibitions, the aurora borealis. 

He did not, however, neglect matters of 
human interest, aud the grotesque mar- 
riage ceremony of the arctic nomads was 
described with a subtle humor that slipped 
suddenly from its hiding place, and started 
waves of* laughter rippling over the audi- 
ence. There was a grim humor in the 


_ ludicrous and lugubrious situations he fell 
' jiuto in his struggles with the Russian lan- 


guage. His experience at the ball given in 
honor of the Americans, and his descrip- 
tion of the fearful and wonderful contenis 
of an arctic nomad’s meal, were, to put it 
mildly, paralyzing. Even Governor Bob 
‘Taylor’s picture of a ‘Tennessee breakdown 
did not equal the Kamchatka, ball.

women look forward with as much com- 
placency as we do to a natural death. 

‘Take it all in all, George Kennan’s lect- 
ure was a rare discourse, rich all the way 
through with entertainment and packed 
with information that came in the pleasing 
form of a revelation, surprising the hearer 
continually. It was, in a word, a glimpse 
of an unknown world. 

Mr. Kennan’s lecture tonight will deal 
with the Siberian exile system—the national 
erime, as it is the national disgrace of 
Itussia, and in reality an eruption of bar- 
barism in the nineteenth century. This, un- 
der ‘the title of “An East Siberian Con- 
vict Mine,” is the most dramatic and most 
powerful of all his lectures. It is the one 
that is moving the heart of the world today.

The near positions sold today at 3 30-64d, or 1-82d 
below what had hitherto been considered by many the 
impossible price of 3'sd.

The receipts for the day 
are estimated at 25,000 bales, against 24,000 last week» 
and 21,000 last year. For tomorrow the receipts at 
New Orleans are estimated at 4,000 bales. During the 
afternoon the market became weaker and broke 
sharply, closing at a decline of about 9 points as com- 
pared with lust evening. The cause of the depression 
during the latter part of the session was the news from 
St. Petersburg of the failure of Messrs. Gunzberg, 4 
prominent house. This greatly demoralized the grain 
markets, and leading, as it did, to the circulation of 
various rumors aflecting continental houses more or 
less prominent, reacted upon cotton, and was made the 
pretext of a vigorous bear attack. Unless, however, 
the foreign markets shall show that the failure has 
direct relation to the cotton trade, it seems hardly 
likely that it will have much further effect.

The Title to the Waterworks Reser- 
voir Site Attacked, 


HORTONS DEEDS CALLED FORGERIES. 


Martha L. Davis, H. C. Nettles and 
John M. Nettles Bring Suit Through 
W.d, Albert and Robert Blackburn. 


The city title to the new reservoir site has 
been attacked. 

The city is sued for a portion of the land 
on Which the reservoir of the new water- 
works is to be built; The whole of the site 
covers eighteen acres, and ‘the title to 
6.48 acres beught Yrom WW. C. Hor- 
ton has attacked apon ‘he ground 
that the deeds purporting to have been 
made to him were fraudulent and forged. 

This is set forth in so many words in the 
petition filed in Fulton superior court by 
W. J. Albert and Robert B. Blackburn, 
attorneys for Martha L. Davis, ee eS 
Nettles and John Nettles. The following 
is the petition in substance: 

Martha L. Davis, H. ©, Nettles and John 
M. Nettles allege that W. C. Horton and the 
city of Atlanta are in possession of the fol- 
lowing deseribed property, the titie to which 
they claim to remain in the plaintiffs. 

All that tract of land in the seventeenth 
district of Fulton county in the northeast- 
ern part of land lot No. 150, bounded as fol- 
lows: Beginning at the northeast corner of 
sald land lot (150), thence running south on 
a line between land Jots 150 and 149 42% 
yards, to a point which is the corner of the 
land claimed and owned by _ Bellingrath, 
thence westerly along Bellingrath’s line 400 
yards to the Howell's mill road, thence 
northwesterly along said road about 100 yards 
to a point where the road makes a_ bend, 
thence along a line in the same northwest- 
erly course across the road about 450 yards 
to a point on the north line of the Jand lot, 
this point being 150 yards from the road.

‘Thence 500 yards along the north line of land 


lot 150 to the starting point. 

The declaration further say.: 

The said Horton claims to have two deeds. 
one for eighteen acres and the other for 
twenty-two acres of said property, said to 
have been executed by C. M. Nettles and pe- 
titioner, Martha L. Davis, on May 20, 1879, 
deeding said property to snid Horton. pur- 
porting to have been witnessed by B. F. 
Thigpen and J. A. Horton, recorded Septem- 
ber 6, 1882, in deed book K K, pages 671 and 
677, which said deeds are forged and fraud- 
ulent, as Martha L. Davis and C. M. Nettles 
never did execute to said W. C. Horton said 
deeds or any other deeds to said land. Copies 
of said two alleged deeds from said C. M. 
Nettles and petitioner, Martha L. Davis are 
hereto attached as a part of this petition, 
and marked exhibits “‘A and B” respectively, 
reference to said exhibits being prayed. 

Petitioners pray that they be allowed to re- 
cover their interest in said land as herein 
before mentioned. 

2. That said Horton be required to deliver 
up to this court said alleged deeds from C. 
M. Nettles and petitioner, Martha L. Davis, 
and that the same be canceled by the court 
as forged and fraudulent instruments. 

The attention of Colonel John B. Good- 
win, the city attorney, was called to the 
suit, and he said a copy of the petition had 
not been served on the city. “I don’t think 
they will get it,” he added, “Judg. An- 
derson went through all -hose papers very 
carefully.” 

‘The property for which 
suing includes about forty acres an 
worth about forty thousand doliars. le 
6.43 acres held by the city were 
bought from Mr. Horton itor $3,450, which 
is exactly $1,000 an acre.

Something About the History of the Gate 
City Guard During the War, 
The Veterans’ Corps, 


There were no better fighters in the late 
War than the members of the Gate City 
Guard, 

Always in the thickest of the fight, they 
won proud records for biuve deeds and gol- 
dierly daring: 

There “were eighty of these _ soldiers, 
strong aud brave fellows, who entered the 
war with anticipations which were not war- 
ranted by what they afterwards passed 
through. 

They entered gervice on March 18, 1861, 
When the war was fresh, and its hardships 
had not beg n to be felt. 

our years later, they came back home to 
find a pile of smovidering ashes, and dis- 
mantied homes, where the bustling city of 
~),00U inhabitants had been, and their fire- 
sides gone, 

Sixteen of this brave band fell on the field 
of battle, or died in the camp hospital, dur- 
ing the four years of war. Some of them 
yon distinction, and were noted for their 
heroism amid the s:orm of battle, and who 
were calm and collectea while its mighty 
roar shut out all other scunds. 

Mr. J. H. Turerum, a member of the 
Guard, was orderly on the staff of General 
J. Kk. B. Stuart, that picturesque genius 
of war, and was killed with him on a Vir- 
wa battlefield, 

Whea tiie company returned to Atlanta, 
feeling sick at neart over the south’s de- 
fut, and desponlent for the future, how 
much more was added to it by the sight of 
thei: homes laid waste? 

But they set about to recoup the fortunes 
Which the war bad destroyed. 

Many of them today are the posessors of 
princely fortunes, and going down life's de- 
cline honored and est emed. 

The Veterans t orps. 

Time has greatly decimated the ranks of 
the old Guard. A large number of the 
members have died, and a. few years more 
will see. wie last of the few who still sur- 
Vive. 

‘Those who Are living, knowing all this, 
hav decidec. to organize a veterans’ corps’ 
composed of members of the Guard who 
enlisted in the army at the beginning of 
the war, and who still survive, and mem- 
bers of the company who have been en- 
10olled for a term of five years , since the 
reorganization since the war. 

A meeting for this purpose was held at 
the Guard armory lust week, but no notice 
hac been given of the meeting, and there 
were not enough vetelaps present to or- 
gr nize. 

A meeting wis called for Thursday of 

this week, whea the organization will be 
fiomed. At this meeting officers will be 
eiccted, and a const‘tution and = by-laws 
acopted, 
‘he Veterans’ corps will enjoy all the 
privileges of the regularl> enlisted members 
o: the Guard, -nd on special occasions will 
miich with the company. Those members 
of the corps whd hav joined since the re- 
© ennization will wear uniforms, but those 
v bo went through the war will not. 

Then, there is a great deal of sentiment 
connected with such an organization of 
vcterans. It ke:-ns alive the dear, old mem- 
olies of the days of °61-65, and keeps 
bended more closely together those of the 
ccm pany who still survive. 

The War Veterans. 

On March 18, 1861, eighty members of 
the Guard enlissed iv the confederate army 
fr service.
